District  Attorney Swann, In an-
nouncing this today, sald he intended to
progecute any persons here who profited
through *‘any ecrooked gambling scheme
connected with the last world's seories,"’

“fixed"" would econstitute “grand lar-
ceny by trick and devise," he said.
